Qualifications and Disabilities of Voters. 

ArticLe 2120—Sec. 10.—Every white 
male citizen of the United States, and 
every white male citizen of Mexico, who 
shall have elected to become a citizen of 
the United States, under the treaty of 
peace exchanged and ratified at Quere- 
taro, on the 13th day of May, 1848, of 
the age of twenty-one years, who shall 
have been a resident of the State six 
months next preceding the election, and 
the county or district in which he claims 
his vote thirty days, shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections which are now, or

Art. 2181—Sec. 22.—At all elections 
the polls shall be opened at eight o’clock 
in the morninig, and shall continue open 
until sunset, at which time the Judges 
shall close the polls: Provided, that 
the Judges of the Election may take a 
recess of ene hour of any time they may 
think proper during the day, before 
three o’clock in the afternoon. 

2134--Sec. 25.—-Whenever any 
person offers to vote, the Inspector shall 
pronounce his name in an audible voice, 
and if there be no objection to the quali- 
fication’of such person as an elector, 
shall receive his ballot, and in the pres- 
ence of the other Judges, put the same, 
without being epened or examined, into 
the ballot box. 

Art. 2135—Sec. 26.--The name of 
each elector whose ballot has thus been

2122—Sec. 12.—No idiet or in- 
sane person, or persons convicted of any 
infamous crime, shall be entitled to the 
privileges of an elector. 

Art. 2123—Srec. 18.—Absence from 
this State on business of the State or of 
the United States, shall not affect the 
question of residence of any person. 

Art. 2124—Sec. 14.—A crime shall 
be deemed infamous which is punishable 
by death, or by imprisonment in the 
State Prison. 

Places of holding Elections, Inspectors, Judg- 
es, and Olerks of Elections. 

Art. 2126—-Sec. 16.—-When an elec- 


tion is ordered, the Board of Supervisors 
shall appoint, for. each precinct, from 
the qualified electors of the township in 
which such precinct lies, one Inspector 
and two Judges, who shall constitute a 
Board of Judges of Election. In case 
said Board be not appointed for any pre- 
cinct by the Board of Supervisors, as 
specified in this section, the electors 


present on the morning of the day of | 


election, at the place where the polls 
were opened on the day of the last pre- 
vious “ general election,” may appoint 

a Board of Judges for such precinct. 

. Art. 2127—Src. 17.—It shall be the 
daty of each Inspector to be at the 
place where the polls are to be opened 
in the precinct for which he is appointed, 
from 8 o’clock in the morning until sun- 
set of the day of election. Should such 
Inspector not appear at 8 o’clock in the

Arr. 2129--Ssc. 19.—Before any elec- 
tion shall be opened, the Inspectors, 
Judges and Clerks shall each, before any 
officer authorized to administer oaths, 


‘take an oath that he will faithfully and 


impartially. discharge the duties. assign- 


-ed him by law. If there is no person 


present authorized to administer oaths, 
the Inspector shall administer the same 
to the Judges and Clerks, and one of the 
Judges shall then administer the oath to 


| the Inspector. 


in relation to hisright to vote at that| 
election, the Board of Judges shall de- 
clare to him the qualifications of an elec- 
tor, and the Inspector or one of the 
Judges, shall tender to him the follow- 
ing preliminary oath: 

“You do swear, or affirm, that you 
will fully and truly answer all such 
questions as shall be put to you touching 
your place of residence and qualifications 
as an elector.” 

The Inspector or one of the Judges 
shall then proceed to question the per- 
son challenged in his relation to his 
name, his then place of residence, how 
long he has resided in the township and 
county, where his last place of residence 
was ; also to his citizenship, and wheth- 
er a native or naturalized citizen, and if 
the latter, when, where and in what 
Court, or before what officer he was nat- 
uralized, and all such other questions as 
shall tend to test his qualifications as to 
citizenship and right to vote. 

Sec. 2. If any person shall refuse to 


take the said preliminary oath when so 


tendered, or to answer any and all perti- 
nent questions as to his qualifications, 
his vote shall ‘be rejected, and if the 
Board of Judges are satisfied, from his 
answers as aforesaid, that such, person 
is not a legal voter, they shall reject his 
vote. . 

See. 3. If such person shall still in- 
sist that he is entitled to vote, and the 


Board of Judgés find no cause to reject 
his vote under the preliminary examina- 
tion, and the challenge shall not be with- 
drawn, he shall not be entitled to vote 
unless he take the following oath, to be 
administered by the Inspector or one of 
the Judges, viz: 

“You do swear (or affirm, as the case 
may be) that you are a citizen of the 
United States, that you are of the age 
of twenty-one years according to the 
best of your knowledge aud belief ; that 
you have resided in this State six 
months next preceding this election, and 
in this county (township or ward, as the 
case may be) thirty days ; and that you 
have not voted this day ?” 

And-in case the person offering to 
vote produce a éertified transcript of the 
records of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, admitting him to citizenship, duly 
attested by the clerk thereof, as evidence 
of his right to vote, and the persou so 
producing the same is unknown to the 
Board of Judges, he shall make oath 
that he is the person therein named. 

Sec. 4. If any person challenged as 
unqualified, shall be guilty” of willfol 
and corrupt swearing or firming in 


om 


Sec. 6. Every person who shall pro- 
cure, aid, assist, counsel or advise an- 
other to give or offer his vote at any 
general or special election, knowing 
that the person ia not duly qualified to 
vote, shall, on conviction, be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished 
by a fine of not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, or imprison- 
ment not less than two nor more than 
six months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment as the Court may direct. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Judges of Elec- 
tiou shall keep a minute of their pro- 
ceedings in respect to the challenging 
and administering of oaths to persons 
offering to vote, in which shall be enter- 
ed by one of them the name of every 
person who shall have taken the oaths 
prescribed by this Act, or either of them, 


| specifying in each case whether prelimi- 


nary oath, or the: general oath, or both, 
were taken ; which minutes and state- 
ments shall be certified by the Inspector, 
and returned by him to the office at 
which the returns of votes given at such 
election are made, and the minutes so re- 
turned sha!l be filed in the office afore- 
said. 


Sec. 8. Hf the Inspector or Judges do 
not faithfully and impartially discharge 
their duties, they shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment as the Court may direct. 

Sec. 31. If the vete of any person be 
challenged on the ground that he has 
been convicted of an infamous crime, or 
disfranchised by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, he shall not be required to 
answer any questions respecting such 
alleged conviction. And in the absence 
of any authentic record of such facts, it 
may be competent for two disinterested 
witnesses upon oath to prove the same. 

Art. 2138—Sec. 32.—When the: polls 
are closed, proclamation thereof shall 
be made at the place of voting, and, and 
no votes shall be afterwards received. 


Counting and Receiving the Votes, Declaring 
the result of Elections, and Certificates of 


Election. 
Art 2139-—-Sec. 33.—As soon as the 


polls are closed on theafternoon of the 


day of election the Judges shall open 
the ballot box and commence counting 
the votes ; and in no case shall the bal- 
lot box be removed from the room in 
which any election may be held until all 
the ballots are countedj; the counting 
of ballots shall in all cases be public; 
the ballots shall be taken out carefully 
one by one, by the inspector or one of 
the Judges, whe shall open them and 
read aloud the names of each person 
contained therein, and the. office for 
which every such person is voted for.— 
Each clerk shall write down each office 
to be filled, and the name of each person 
voted for such office, and shall keep the 
number of votes by tallies, as they are 
read aloud by the Inspector or Judge.— 
The counting of the votes shall be con. 
tinued without adjournment until all are 
counted. 

Art. 2140--Sec. 34.—-If two tickets 
shall be found folded together, they shall 
both be rejected ; and if more persons 
are designated on any ticket for any of- 
fice than are to be elected to snch office, 
such part of the ticket shall not be coun- 
ted for any of them ; but no ticket shall 
be lost for want of form, if the Board of 
Judges can determine to their satisfac- 
tion the person voted for and the office 
intended. 

Arr. 3141—Sec. 35.— As soon as all 
the votes are read and counted, a certifi- 
cate shall be drawn up on each of the 
papers containing the poll list and tallies, 
or attached thereto, stating the number 
of votes each person voted for has re- 
ceived, and designating the office to fill 
which he was voted for, which number 
shall be written in words in full length.
